Wounded ManWho 
Took His Wallet 


Yue Leung-yee, 37, a gtoker 
of the ss, “Tjlbadak,” waa sen- 
teneed to one month's simple im- 
prisonment by the Mayistrate, 
Mr. Horace Lo, in’ Kowloon 
Court for unlawfully and: mali- 
ciously wounding a pickpocket 
who had stolen his wallet. ‘ 

It had been claimed in evi- 
dence against defendant that he 
had mistreated the pickpocket to 
such an extent that the man 
slashed himself with a sharp 
instrument in an attempt to take 
his own life. The man said thet 
he bad been bung up by the 
wriats and beaten with a half. 
inch thick length of rope, 

Defendant gaid that he mis- 
treated the pickpocket’ in exas- 
perntion after pleading with 
him to return his wallet which 
contained two pasaporta and a 
document of the utmost impor- 
tance to himself. He even pro- 
mised him his frecdom if the 
wallet. were returned and did 
not begin beating: him until he 
had given him sufficient time to 
recover the wallet. ' 

Defendant denied having tied 
the man up in such a position 
that he could not sleep but ad- 
mitted having mistrented him. 

In passing sentence, Mr, Lo 
said: “You have inflicted very 
serious and grievous injury to 
the complainant, which you had 
no right to do, -It was, however, 
dong under provocation, I con- 
vict you of the charge and send 
for one month

from August 3, the date of your 
arrest.”

North probably was doing 
tho safest thing when he pass- 
ed three spades; it was too 
dangerous to find a new suit at 
that stage, And his attempt 
to scramble to safety at three 
no-trump cannot be criticised 
too «severely.
